undercarri a ge in a manner that allows to vary its inclination relative to a h orizontal plane,

characterized in that wherein the at least one positionally adjustable floor tr o atmentfloor- 
cleaning unit fU^is attached to the undercarriage (ifin such a way that it can be displaced 
linearly (B)-in addition to its pivoting capability (BrG)in two directions. 

3. (currently amended) A floor treatment floor-cleaning machine according to claim 2, 
characterized in that wherein the linear displacement (9>of the at least one positionally 
adjustable floor treatmont floor-clcaning unit (4-l-)-takes place perpendicular to the working 
direction-£A).

cleaning unit (44^-is held in its position corr e sponding to and biased toward the maximum 
working width by m e ans of -a spring device t hat - appli es an i nitial f o r ce. 

8. (currently amended) A flo o r tr e atm e nt floor-cleaning machine according to claim 1 , 
characterized in that wherein the at least one positionally adjustable f loor treatm e nt floor- 
cleaning unit (1 1 ) is attach e d to th e undercarriage (1 ) in such a way that it can pivots around a 
horizontal axis (44)~in order to vary its inclination.
